been slipping gradually into the 
hands of Hollywood’s facile man­ 
ufacturers of B features, network 
news 
departments 
and

reality. 
There is considerable irony in 
the v ast difference between the 
often shoddy pieces of fiction and 
enthusiastic, painstak ing efforts in 
reporting the realities. The irony 
Is that the v ast telev ision audi­ 
ence, in ev ery surv ey ev er made, 
has shown a clear preference for 
entertainment, howev er feeble.

It doesn ’t seem plau sible that 
the gov ern men t of Batista wou ld

The Ru ssian s seem to be cou n t­ 
in g

ships 
before

hatches are open . Ou r blockade 
is n o imperialist mov e. It is be­ 
in g lau n ched by free workers to 
slow down the ex port of fascism 
by the so-called workers’ state. 
If the U.S. State Departmen t an d 
the foreign offices in the capitals 
of ou r allies don ’t in terfere, Sov iet 
imperialism will be boy cotted, all 
right!

was an n ou n ced a few day s later, 
bu t n o referen ce was made to mil­ 
itary pu rchases. 
Bu t on Aiu . 23, I9 60, the foreign 
min isters of the Organ ization of 
American States in their meetin g 
in San Jose, Costa Rica, took n ote 
of the Sov iet threat an d v oted 
u n an imou s approv al of a declara­ 
tion con demn in g in terv en tion or 
the threat of in terv en tion by an y 
ex tra-Con tin en tal power in he af­ 
fairs of the American repu blics. 
The resolu tion rejected "the at­ 
tempt of the Sin oSov iet powers to 
make u se of the political, econ om­ 
ic or social situ ation of an y Amer­ 
ican state.” 
While Cu ba wasn ’t men tion ed in 
the resolu tion , Christian A. Hert- 
er, Un ited States secretary of 
state at the time, said the declara­ 
tion by the OAS was a "clean in ­ 
dictmen t of the Castro gov ern ­ 
men t of Cu ba” for the "role it has 
play ed in fu rther.n g the Sin o-So- 
v iet effort of in terv en tion in to this 
hemisphere.” 


THE 
BUILDUP con tin u ed to 
su ch an ex ten t that on Oct. 20, 
1960, the Un ited States ambassa­ 
dor to Cu ba, Philip W. Bon sai, 
was officially recalled 
On that same day , it was an ­ 
n ou n ced that the Un ited States 
had ordered an immediate embar­ 
go on most ex ports to Cu ba, in ­ 
clu din g a ban on the charterin g 
of American ships 
for 
Cu ban 
trade. 
Then , on Oct. 28, 1960, the Un it­ 
ed States, in a n ote to the Organ ­ 
ization of American States, charg­ 
ed that Cu ba had "been receiv ­ 
in g su bstan tial qu an tities of arms 
an d n u mbers of military techn i­ 
cian s” from the Sov iet bloc. The 
n ote requ ested that a six -n ation 
OAS committee in v estigate t h e 
Sov iet shipmen ts, an d declared. 
"With the n otoriou s assistan ce 
of ex tra-Con tin en tal powers, spe­ 
cifically those of the Sov iet bloc, 
Cu ba is ex pan din g rapidly its ca­ 
pacity to giv e armed su pport to 
the spread of its rev olu tion in 
other parts of the Americas.” 
The Au gu st 1960 meetin g of the 
OAS was preceded by a spirited 
debate in the Secu rity Cou n cil of 
the Un ited Nation s, with which 
body the Castro gov ern men t had 
filed a protest again st the cu t in 
Cu ba’s su gar qu ota by the Un ited 
States an d chargin g the Washin g­ 
ton gov ern men t with "aggressiv e 
acts.” 


Sov iet delegate Arkady A. Sobo­ 
lev , addressin g the American de­ 
legation , said: 


"Do n ot 
tou ch Cu ba. 
Leav e 
Cu ba 
alon e. 
Let 
it 
do 
what 
it deems proper in its own cou n ­ 
try , an d do n ot threaten Cu ba 
with y ou r might becau se other 
cou n tries also hav e mu ch might.” 
"Do n ot tou ch u s,” replied U. S. 
Ambassador Hen ry Cabot Lodge. 
"Do n ot tou ch those with whom 
we are tied. Do n ot seek to ex ­ 
ten d Commu n ist imperialism.” 


THE CHARTER of the Un ited 
Nation s 
specifically 
recogn izes 
"region al arran gemen ts or agen ­ 
cies” an d au thorizes su ch "activ i­ 
ties” as are "con sisten t with tha 
pu rposes an d pin ciples of the or­ 
gan ization .” On e of the procedu res 
which the U.N. Secu rity Cou n cil 
may au thorize is the imposition of 
a blockade "by air, sea or lan d 
forces ” 
* 


Is the OAS ready to act n ow in 
a collectiv e sen se, u sin g force 
if 
n ecessary , to rid Cu ba of the mili­ 
tary con tin gen t of the Sov iets? 
A test soon may arise between 
the OAS an d the Secu rity Cou n cil 
of the Un ited Nation s. This may 
settle the qu estion of whether the 
U N. will fru strate or su pport ac­ 
tion taken u n der the Mon roe Doo- 
trin e or u n der Article 51 of the 
charter, which su pposedly permits 
collectiv e action to be in itiated by 
a region al association of n ation s 
in defen se of their region al in ter­ 
ests.

Ringworm' s Growth Curbed 


Ringorm is an itchy nu isance 
that few can escap e forev er. Ac­ 


tu ally , the distu rbance 
by a fu ngu s, not a “worm.” And 
its rash is rarely ring - shap ed, 
since it occu rs most often where 
skin su rfaces come into contact, 
su ch as between fingers and toes. 
Ringworm is p resent nearly ev ­ 
ery where, esp ecially where there 
is ov erheating and ex cessiv e moi­ 
stu re. Therefore, p rev entiv e mea­ 
su res su ch as wading 
throu gh 
p ools of medicated water are u se­ 
less. And sole dep endence on lo­ 
cal ap p lications of p owders 
or 
ointments containing fu ngu s - kill- ^ 
ers is ap t to giv e discou raging re 
su its.
